Windsor community 


devastated by shootings

On Friday, Dec. 10, around 4:25 a.m., 
Columbus Police Officers Chris Clites 
and John Holloway were pursuing two 
suspects in the Windsor Terrace area. 

The two suspects had exited from a 
suspected stolen vehicle. At Vesta Place 
and Gerald Avenue, one suspect, iden- 
tified as Bryan Eric Davis, 29, of 1327 
Palmer House Ct., produced a handgun 
and fired at the officers, 

Officer Clites returned fire and was 
fatally wounded by Davis during the ex- 
change. Officer Clites, who expired at 
1:45 p.m. at University Hospital, is the 
102nd homicide victin of 1993. Officer 
Holloway also returned fire but did not 
suffer any injuries. Davis was killed and 
pronounced ‘dead at the scene. 

Police continue to investigate the Dec 
10 incident. Davis’ death has caused 


much speculation in the Windsor Terrace 
and South Linden community 

A Windsor Terrace resident, who 
wished to remain anonymous, described 
what she saw and heard 

"| heard several gunshots that woke 
me up," she said, “| heard an officer say, 
‘Get down on the ground.’ Then | heard 
several more shots.” 

The resident says she went over to the 
scene around 4:45 a.m. A crowd of on- 
lookers had gathered by the time she 
arrived. She claims Davis’ body was lying 
in a driveway, blocked from the view of 
the crowd by a van 

When onlookers started asking police 
about the body, the resident claims an 
officer stated, "There's no body over 
there." 

The resident said she and several 
other onlookers approached the 
driveway and got a look at the body 
before police made them back away. 


Contract, MBE abuses 
unearthed at agency 


New EOC director 


-promises changes

The release of a report by the state 
Inspector General detailing a series of 
abuses in the state’s program to assist 
minority businesses in obtaining state 
contracts will be used to assist in improv- 
ing the operations of the office, the new 
director of the state’s program said in an 
interview. 

“| was not terribly surprised (by) it," 
said Carolyn Harper, head of the Equal 
Opportunity Center since June, 1993 
“Actually | was rather glad to get it. | saw 
it as a tool that we could use to ensure 
that proper procedures are in place and 
that we're doing the best job possible.” 

The state Inspector General came 
into his investigation after it was revealed 
that the State Highway Patrol had been 
investigating allegations of criminal mis- 
conduct in the EOC, which is responsible 
for the certification of minority busi- 
nesses. EOC former director Booker Tall 
left the office in June, 1993, citing illness 


The Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, 
on June 16, had requested that the In- 
spector General investigate the EOC 
The president of BEDO, State-Rep. Ver- 
non Sykes of Akron, had questioned at 
the time whether the State Highway 
Patrol could effectively investigate the 
governor's operations. 

The Inspector General: investigated, 
among other things: whether Asian In- 
dians had been certified due to undue 
political pressure placed on the office by 


the governor; whether MBE certification 
procedures had been violated in the cer- 
tifying of certain companies; and whether 
personal services contracts had been 
improperly awarded. 

The Inspector General found that 
there had been no political influence in 
the addition of Asian Indians to the state's 
minority business set-aside 

program. However, Inspector 
General David Sturtz.also found that cer- 
tification procedures were not always fol- 
lowed in the approvaj of certain 
companies; that procedures regarding 
the award of personal services contracts 
had been violated on numerous oc- 
easions, and that employees had been 
hired improperly by using temporary 
workers for jobs which could have been 
performed by state workers. 

In two cases, temporary workers were 
hired by the EOC, while continuing on the 
payroll of the temporary help firm 

Dorothy Scott, Glenn Brackens, Leon 
Carter and Ernest Smith have been in- 
dicted for their actions while at the EOC 
-- the first three for theft in office (Scott 
and Carter for accepting state salaries 
and temporary help payments at the 
same time), and Smith for having an 
unlawful interest in a state contract 

The Inspector General also noted that 
the EOC may not have been carrying out 
its responsibilities relative to protecting 
minority and female construction 
workers from discrimination on state- 
funded projects. 

“Testimony was received that...the 
EOC Construction Contract Monitoring 
Brarith have not issued any Letters of 
Commitment, Conciliation Agreements, 
or Debarment Actions," the report found 
"The EOC director reportedly said he

was not a policeman, He did not 
like enforcement, and it was his 
role to assist and help contractors 
to comply with EEO standards and 
goals.” 

The state had been sued 
several years earlier by BEDO, al- 
leging that the state had failed to 
carry out its responsibility to effec- 
tively monitor construction com- 
pliance. In a settlement of the 
case, the EOC had been given 
additional funding to hire addition- 
al staff to monitor construction 
projects 

However, the Inspector 
General found that most of the 
staff which had been hired under 
the authority of the consent decree 
were not deployed in construction 

“Testimony was received from 
several EOC individuals that the 
EOC was not in compliance with 


the BEDO Consent Decree," 
Sturtz’ report claimed. 

Harper said the report has been 
helpful in shaping the agenda of 
the EOC. However, she noted 
that a number of changes in the 
operation of the EOC were in 
progress when the report was 
received. 

“| started down here making 
changes from day one," ‘Harper 
said. “| did away with temporary 
employees from day one.” 

Other changes which have 
been made have included: the 
development of uniform. proce- 
dures for certification of MBEs, in- 
cluding the development of a 
certification manual; estab- 
lishment of a new table of or- 
ganization for the office, and the 
decertification of the 63 Asian In- 
dian MBEs who had been placed 
in the system. A due process 
hearing on the issue of their cer- 
tification is being held for about 
one-third of those companies, 
-which had requested such a for- 
mal hearing 


When asked whether the inves- 
tigation had damaged the pro- 
gram, Harper responded, "I think 
anytime you take a look at 
programs and procedures, if in fact 
you make the corrections, it can 
make the program stronger in the 
long run. Things always need a 
periodic review.” 

Harper said that she planned to 
report to the public regarding the 
changes she has made in the 
operation of the program 

“Hopefully, people can see that 
this program is not standing still, 
that we are making improve- 
ments." wy 

However, Harper differed with 
the Inspector General's view that 
the EOC should not count con- 
tracts awarded to MBEs which 
were not set aside for MBEs 

“When we look at the program 
as a whole, we must count 
whatever MBEs do, whether set- 
asides or in the competitive 
marketplace. We don't always do 
it through set-asides,” Harper 
said 


But Harper said that the office 
would look carefully at how it com- 
piles Its numbers. The Inspector 
General's report also said that 
some MBE award numbers were 
inflated by improperly combining 
contract-awards with actual dollars 
Paid to MBEs. 

"Some of this merits careful and 
close review, and we'll determine 
what is the most accurate and 
close portrayal as much as pos- 
sible," Harper said, “We're look- 
ing at how we can reformat the 
reports so the information is ac- 
curate and understandable to the 
public 

When asked what her next step 
would be, Harper replied, "Hope- 
fully, to get all the reports from all 
the agencies, and systematically 
document the concerns that are 
raised and how we can address 
those concerns.” 

She said she is planning to 
make a report back to the |G by the 
end of January on the steps she is 
taking to implement his report

The book 
profiles colleges of all sizes, includ- 
ing predominantly Black institu- 
tions such as Howard University. 

According to the book's intro- 
duction, Wilson surveyed schools 
that had already achieved top rank- 
ing for academics and educational 
value in college guides published 
by "U.S. News & World Reports" 
and “Money” magazine. Ohio 
University has been ranked in both 
publications 

Wilson based her ranking on en- 
rollment and financial aid informa- 
tion provided by the schools and on 
interviews with students at each 
campus.

Were Black office-holders routinely investigated during Reagan-Bush years? 


For more than 20 years, Scores 
of Black elected officials at all levels 
of U.S. government have been ob- 
jects of systematic federal scrutiny 
-- including surveillance, buggings, 
wiretaps, IRS audits, compromised 
informants, media leaks and grand- 
jury manipulations 

According to an article in the 
December issue of GQ, there 
federal probes -- at times initiated 
without probable cause -- ac 
celerated and peaked during the 
Reagan and Bush administrations, 

The article, by investigative 
reporter Mary A. Fisher, exposes 
how political corruption probes - 
especially during the 1980s -- were 
targeted much more frequently 
against Black office-holders 

Of the 465 political corruption 
probes initiated between 1983 and 
1988, 14 percent targeted Black 


officials, even though Blacks made 
up of only three percent of all U.S 
office-holders. Roughly half of the 
26 members of the Congressional 
Black Caucus were the target of 
federal investigations and/or indict- 
ments between 1981 and 1993 
Few resulted in actual convictions. 

Fischer reports that rumors 
began surfacing about such a pat- 
tern in 1982, when an FBI operative 
in Atlanta testified in @ federal trial 
about an unofficial FBI policy called 
“Fruhmenschen" -- a German word 
meaning “primitive man.” 

Hirsch Friedman, who now prac- 
tices law in Atlanta, testified in an 
affidavit for use in a bribery trial that 
the FBI routinely investigated 
prominent Black elected and ap- 
pointed officials “in major 
metropolitan areas throughout the 
U.S, Kriedman’said his cfntacts at 


the FBI told him "the basis for this 
policy was the assumption...that 
Black officials were intellectually 
and socially incapable of governing 
major governmental organizations 
and institutions." 

ambition and career advance- 
ment at the Justice Department 
also contributed to the growth in the 
number of federal probes of Black 
office-holders, Fischer reports. She 
traces how successful prosecution 
of politicians leads to recognition in 
the media and the genera! public 

In the 1980s, federal 
prosecutors were given expanded 
powers by Attorney General Ed 
Meese and by hig successor 
Richard Thornburgh. Fischer 
quotes a New York law professor 
who concluded that Thornburgh 
gave the 93 U.S. attorneys so much 


autonomy that they were virtually 
immune to ethical restraints. 

The results, Fischer writes. is 
that "local U.S, attorneys, working 
in tandem with FBI and IRS agents, 
can initiate investigations of 
elected officials as they see fit, 
without approval from Main Jus- 
tice.” 

Fischer also quotes a former 
Congressional attorney who says 
the pattern of harassment derives 
directly from a “profile” that federal 
prosecutors and agents go by 
when initiating political-corruption 
cases. The profile establishes cer- 
tain characteristics -- not of which 
have to do with financial status -- 
that suggest a greater susceptibility 
to corruption 

"If you're Black,” the attorney is 
quoted as saying, “you're more 
likely to be indicted." «

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Courageous -- and dead wrong 


urgeon General Joycelyn Elders, appointed by 

President Clinton several months ago, is a 

woman who has always spoken her mind. It 
has generated for her tremendous opposition, as 
Republicans used a number of her pointed remarks as 
ammunition against her in her confirmation hearings, 
But she weathered that storm, and continues to be a 
lightning rod for intense public controversy 

Now, she has stimulated tremendous public debate 
over her comment, at the National Press Club, that the 
United States should consider legalizing drug use. "! 
do feel that we would markedly reduce our crime rate 
it drugs were legalized," Elders responded to a ques- 
tion, noting that addicts often resort to crime in order to 
purchase illicit drugs. 

The White House disavowed her remarks, saying 
that she was expressing “a personal opinion” which is 
not the view of the president. Republican senators 
were outraged, with several calling for her resignation 


We admire Dr. Elders’ courage to give space to an 
isSue which has clearly come to the fore in recent years 
Elders is not the first public official to make such a 
provocative statement; the button-down Black mayor 
of Baltimore, Kurt Schmoke, has also said the govern- 
ment should consider the legalizing of drugs as 4 way 
to take the profit from the drug trade ; me 

And we disagree with those who say that Elders had 
no business addressing the issue at all. The public 
health implications of drug abuse extend far beyond the 
limits of criminal justice policy, It is clear that the 
government's fiscal focus on controlling the supply of 
illegal drugs, and on criminalizing the possession of 
illegal drugs, has siphoned resources away from the 
treatment of illegal drugs 

For Blacks, there is also the concern -- expressed 
now even in criminal justice circles -- that the war on 


drugs is really a war on young Blacks. While the rates 
of illegal drug usage by Blacks and whites is roughly 
the same, arrest rates nationally are four times greater 
for Blacks. In Cleveland, they are six times greater; in 
Columbus, 18 times greater. And even one judge in 
Minnesota declared that state's law setting penalties 
for use of crack cocaine unconstitutional, noting that 
the penalties for ingesting crack (a derivative of cocaine 
used largely by Blacks) are far more severe than those 
for cocaine, which is used primarily by whites, 

At the same time, we believe that Elders’ views, 
while heartfelt, are just plain wrong. No one knows 
better the pain that drug abuse causes on the fiber of 
neighborhoods and whole communities than Blacks. 
We are often the victims of that criminal behavior that 
Elders describes. Legalizing drugs will do nothing to 
reduce the availability of the drugs; it will, eters | 
make them more available. Neither will it take the profit 
motive out of drugs; it will, potentially, increase the 
dollars in the trade. 

The legalizing of drug usage will not alter the 
destructive character of the drugs themselves. It is 
clear that drugs such as cocaine, which are highly 
addictive, can cause sudden death when ingested and 
can desperately affect mood and behavior. 

And the legalizing of drug usage will not turn the 
"street-corner entrepreneurs" who deal the deadly eub- 
stances into legitimate businesspersons, any more 
than the elimination of prohibition turned organized 
crime into legitimate brewmasters. 

No, we believe that Dr, Elders is dead wrong about 
her support for legalizing drug usage. It will certainly 
cause more harm than good. It will eliminate the social 
proscription — drug usage -- which itself is a 
powerful force for good in our society, as it helps to keep 
some who believe in the value of law from the affects 
of some very potent and dangerous substances, 


Finally, an MBE law 


fter four years of bickering and challenge, and 

without any dissent, the City of Columbus has 

eentered the stage of enlightened involvement 

with minority businesses through its passage of a 
minority business procurement ordinance 

For the first time since 1989, the city will have 
specific goals for the procurement of goods, services 
and construction with minority and female-owned busi- 
nesses, The goals themselves are modest -- four 
percent for minority businesses for goods; seven per- 
cent for services, and 10 percent for construction -- but 
they are real. As one businesswoman said, "currently 
the number is zero." 

The ordinance once again places a definition of 
“minority business" into the city’s statutes. We are 
pleased that council did not yield to the late demands 
of Asian and other groups to delay the implementation 
of the law simply because they were not included in the 
definitions, 

It is clear that some groups have, in the past, sought 
to avoid the rigorous public debate over the law. But 
under the Supreme Court's Croson decision, merely 
being a minority does not entitle anyone to the protec- 
tions of the set-aside law, Only if the members of the 
group are willing to go through the process to 
demonstrate the history of discrimination do they merit 
inclusion in the law, These groups had not come 
forward in over four years of discussion, so it would be 
foolish and unfair to others to hold up the process 

The ordinance defines minority businesses not only 
in relation to their racial ownership (currently, Blacks 
are the only group defined as “minority"), but also in 
relation to size. It is here where we have some con- 
cerns regarding the statute 

Under the bill, a minority business could not be 
certified if, in any two consecutive years, it had income 
greater than the national average for that type of busi- 


ness. We believe that this statute will effectively penal- 
ize those firms who have been successful -- sometimes 
with the help of government programs -- and effectively 
prohibit them from growing by cutting-them off from 
some fair treatment if they become too successful in 
the government marketplace 

On the other hand, the bill creates a process and a 
commission == the Equal Business Opportunity-Com- 
mission -- which has the power to review the ordinance 
and make recommendations for change over time. The 
review by the EBOC may, in the future, shape a process 
by which the rules could be changed and other groups 
could be added -- if their claims of discrimination are 
valid. 4 

Despite the ordinance's passage, there is yet 
another step before it can be enacted into law: the 
review by Federal District Court Judge James Graham. 
Graham had retained jurisdiction over the city's law 
after the Associated General Contractors (AGC), the 
predominately-white organization which represents 
large construction contractors, filed suit against 
Columbus’ ordinance in August of 1989. 

Already, AGC has said that it would challenge the 
law, and it will apparently fight the law as hard as it can 
We are disappointed by the AGC's intransigence on this 
issue. We recognize that, nationally, this group has 
been the most vigorous antagonist against minority 
business laws, although we had hoped that they could 
come to some agreement in Columbus, In any event, 
we hope that Judge Graham will not allow the 
negativism and intransigence of the AGC to cloud what 
has been a loud, detailed, and ultimately fair process 
which has resulted in the re-establishment of a law 
which is vitally needed to protect the growth and 
development of minority businesses. 


Two senseless tragedies 


olumbus Police Officer Christopher Clites and 

Ohio State University football player Jayson 

Gwinn did not know each other. They were of 
different ages, and raised in different neighborhoods, 
and chose to take their differing skills and interests into 
different arenas. 

But in one tragic weekend, these two men were 
united by the most potent of binding tiles: each suffered 
a senseless death because of the climate of a viojent) 
society. ry 

Certainly there was a difference between the murder 
of Clites, after his stopping of a suspicious car resulted 
in a chase and his shooting, and the automobile acci- 
dent involving Gwinn, But the ultimate link in both 
cases was a shooting -- a Shooting that snatched away 
Clites’ life, and a separate shooting thal destroyed 
Gwinn's equilibrium. 

In the case of Clites, an alleged participant in the 
shooting was killed by police, but as many as two other 
men remain at large. We are concerned that the police 
description of these men -- merely as young Black men 
-- unfairly places a whole community at risk, At the 
same time, we urge those In the public who may have 
some awareness of the crime to come forward and 
share that information. 

There should be no protection for those who commit 
such crimes. They endanger not only the police, ‘but 
all those on whom they prey -- and those are mostly 
Blacks in the same neighborhoods in which they live 

and to which they come to spread their criminal ac- 
tivities: « “Kj 


In the case of Gwinn, the shooting and wounding of 
a friend, and Gwinn's effort to get help for him, ap- 
parently so distracted him that he was later involved in 
his fatal accident. This is not only a tragedy for Gwinn, 
but for his family -- a family that already saw Gwinn's 
younger brother, Anthony, wounded in an incident in 
which a close friend, Jimmy Griggs, was shot to death 
after a minor altercation in a night spot. 

The assailant of Gwinn's friend, Obie Stillwell, has 
not been found, We urge those who have some infor- 
mation regarding the assailant to come forward and 
assist the police e 

There is no greater tragedy for our age than that 
these guns, wielded by persons with little conscience 
and no fear, are being.used to destroy a whole genera- 
tion of young people . 

Our youth, sadly, must now count going to funerals 
as almost a rite of passage to adulthood -- a sad state 
of affairs which can effectively traumatize a whole 
generation. ‘ 

Right now, it appears there is not much we can do 
to immediately alter this pattern. Each of us must take 
some responsibility for, raising our own children to 
respect the lives of those around them 

And we must fight to eed the integrity and sense 
of community of our neighborhoods from those persons 
of all colors who would prey on us. We should have no 
compassion for those who will exact a human carnage 
in their own neighborhoods for some imagined slight or 
for the right to spread drug abuse and death throughout 
our communities. 
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Blackwell’s future 


One would think that Ken Black- 
well would be a hot commodity in the 
Republican marketplace. 

Blackwell, the Republican former 
city council member in Cincinnati, 
has a resume that places him as the 
cream of the crop in Ohio politics. 
He served as chief deputy to former 
Housing and Urban Development 
Secretary Jack Kemp during the 
Bush administration; also served as 
an assistant ambassador to the 
United Nations for Human Rights. 

Blackwell, who is now a scholar-in-residence at the 
University of Cincinnati Law School, is a conservative 
who lost a narrow race in 1990 against Charles Luken 
to replace Luken’s father in Congress. That year, he 
was one of only three Black Republican candidates for 
Congress -- a special effort the national Republican 
Party made to make inroads to Black voters. 

Now, Blackwell finds himself in the position of ex- 
amining where his next political step will be. He is 
apparently on a short list of candidates to be con- 
sidered for the lieutenant governor's post with Gover- 
nor George Voinovich. 

"| have talked with people within the Voinovich 
administration and confirmed to them my interest in 
being considered," Blackwell said, "But it's not a job 
you campaign for. It's a job you express interest in, 
and you try to articulate, as best youcan, what you feel 
you bring to the table.” 

“It's in the governor's hand." 

Right now, the governor's hand is empty because 
current lieutenant governor Mike DeWine is the 
governor's candidate for the U.S. Senate seat being 
vacated by Howard Metzenbaum. Originally, several 
names surfaced as the- governor's possible-running 
mate, including House Minority Leader Joann David- 
son and State Senator Betty Montgomery. 

Both those women are out of the race. Davidson is 
hoping that the Republicans can snatch four seats from 
the Democrats, and thus put her in position to become 
the first woman Speaker of the House. Montgomery 
has already announced her candidacy for the state 
Attorney General's post now held by Democrat Lee 
Fisher. 

But there are apparently a number of potential 
candidates to fill the post, Names which have surfaced 
publicly include NancyHollister, the former mayor of 
Marietta who now runs the governor's Appalachian 
office, and State Senator Richard Finan of Cincinnati. 
Hamilton County Prosecutor Joseph Deters has also 
been mentioned, but Deters has said that he is not

As | pondered and reflected on what would be an 
appropriate sentence for the couple's act of indiscre- 
tion, | wondered why they had left their bedroom win- 
dow shades open in the first place. | sought to 
understand how any sudden rush of lust or passion 
could justifiably result in a plain view sex act: between 
two consenting mature adults, other than. behind 
closed doors, 

Unable to come up with any rational understanding 
of what could have possibly compelled the couple to 
this public indecency; | was filled with questions and 
sought answers 

“What time did this act take place? Where did it 
happen? Who reported it?" 

"What time did this act take place? Where did it 
happen? Who reported it7 . 

The prosécutor answered, “Judge it happened at 
eleven o'clock last nightout in the open--under a

Only once in the state's history has there been even 
one Black on any party's ticket for one of the six 
statewide administrative posts --in 1982, when the 
Republicans nominated Virgil Brown as secretary of 
state. He was defeated by Democrat Sherrod Brown 

Black Democrats are pushing for at least one posi- 
tion on their party's statewide ticket, and at least one 
Democratic gubernatorial candidate, State Sen 
Robert Burch of Dover, has said that he ‘onsider 
naming a Black or woman as his running mate 

It is unclear what the impact of a Bradley appoint- 
ment would have on the possible tapping of Blackwell 
for lieutenant governor. On the other hang, there has 
been some speculation that Governor Voinovich has 
potential national aspirations for 1996. The naming of 
a Black candidate as lieutenant governor would ob- 
viously generate national media attention -- especially 
if the governor won a major victory with the aid of a 
significant percentage of Black votes

zones, Most of the urban violence 
can be directly attributed to drug 
dealing. The quick money as- 
sociated with selling drugs, coupled 
with the lack of opportunity avail- 
able to young Black men, has 
pushed more and more African 
American males over the edge of 
current laws, Even given the in- 
herent dangers of drug profiteering, 
one of every four African American 
male youth is immersed in the court 
and jail system. The lure of “living 
large" from the billions in drug deal- 
ing has proven too tempting for 
many to resist 

Blacks need to remember that 
during the 1920s. Prohibition 
spawned the same type of violent 
upheaval we are witnessing now. 
There was one distinct difference 
however -- then it was white-on- 
white crime. What did America do? 
They replaced prohibition, not be- 
cause drinking was such a moral 
situation, but because the specter 
of whites killing whites wholesale 
became unacceptable to society, In 
the 1990s, we have Blacks killing 


These rappers are filling a 
tremendous artistic void. They are 
giving voice to the thoughts and 
experiences of a lot of frustrated, 
and often misguided, youth. There 
has been a dangerous lack of public 
dialogue about the conditions in 
which these youth live, and the 
people these conditions create. To 
me, the problem is not gangsta rap 
hitting the mainstream. The prob- 
lem is cdnditions which make 
gangsterism a reasonable life 
choice, Stifling rappers with moral 
outrage will not solve the real prob- 
lem; killing the messenger never 
does.

other Blacks, in volume, over drugs 
and drug turfs, while the majority of 
whites are simply sitting on the 
sidelines. Whites use eight times 
more drugs than we do, but our 
young Black men are the ones who 
are paying the price for drugs. It's 
a proven fact that marijuana, 
cocaine and heroin are no more 
dangerous or addictive than alcohol 
or nicotine. ° If we allow the sale of 
drugs in controlled quantities, as we 
now do with alcohol and nicotine, 
the economic incentive and 
violence associated with these 
products would disappear immedi- 
ately. 

The War on Drugs has been a 
dismal failure. Though the rate of 
incarceration for drug dealers has 
quadrupled over the past 16 years, 
drug trafficking, and its associated 
fury, havé not gone wanting. Start- 
ing talks on legalizing drugs 
wouldn't be a new thing for us to do. 
The European country of Holland 


has had legalized drugs for some 


time. Other European countries are 
in varying stages of decriminalizing 


shit called street knowledge, Why 
are more niggas in the pen than in 
college?" 

Throughout the history of 
American popular, culture, Black 
youth have often changed the direc- 
tion of our music and culture, from 
jazz, to blues, to rock 'n roll, That's 
been one of our great contributions 
to this country. But, each time we've 
changed the culture in one form or 
another, we've always met with just 
as much resistance as rap is now 
encountering. 

lf the guardians of morality really 
cared about America’s youth, they 
would not be fighting Tupac and 
Snoop Dogg's music, Instead, 
they'd fight against the conditions 
which led them to live the lives 
which create such music, Today, 
the issues which are of such impor- 
tance to the lives of our youth and 
the future of this country have been 
put back on the front pages of our 
newspapers, Since rap artists have 
played a significant role in refocus- 
ing our national debate onto these 
issues while entertaining us with 
great music, it seems to me that 
they've been doing their job

drugs. Be it Africa, South America, 
Asia, or any other place on the 
planet, we are the only people who 
are suffering the side effects of 
drugs in such a manner. From the 
perspective of many Blacks truly 
concerned about crime in our 
streets, opportunities for our kids 
and placing adequate regulations 
that cease disrupting our society, it 
is time to start discussions on 
whether legalization is a solution to 
our problems. Baltimore Mayor Kurt 
Schomke has suggested thal we 
start talks on the subject. And many 
other Blacks say go further and dis- 
cuss how the African American 
community can benefit from the 
commercial, and regulated, sale of 
certain drugs. 

It is sheer folly for us to continue 
to'go along with people who are not 
suffering from the effects of the war 
on drugs as we are. Black America 
must consider legalizing drugs in 
regulated amounts so the killing 
fields of urbarr America can become 
a distant memory.

Did you ever wonder why only 
some people have all the luck with 
the opposite sex, while the 
majority of us are unsuce ful 
and unhappy?

On the 
other hand, "If Jack does not have 
many gitlfriends, but has a difficult 
time getting a date, there must be 
something wrong with him. If | go 
out with him people will laugh at me 
and | will not date him even if he 
asks." Two examples follow 

1. Jack asked Joan for a date 
and Joan accepted immediately, 
Four times each day during the 
following week, Jane telephoned 
Jack thanking him for his invitation 
and checking to see if he had 
changed his mind. Jack began to 
suspect thal Jane had mo other of- 
fers for dates. He began to think that 
no one else had interest in her, 50 
he lost interest, too. 

2. Mary invited Bill to a party at 
her home. Bill stopped Mary every 
time he saw her to praise her. He 
told hes, she was beautiful, intel- 
figent, mature, fur to be with and the 
kindest and most astute person he 
had ever met, Mary fell that she did 
not deserve the praise and felt that 
Bill simply had no other woman 
companion, She lost interest in Bill

continued telepHone calls to Jack 
made him feel that she had no other 
suitors and was hanging on to him 
for fear that she would lose him and 
be left alone and lonely. In example 
No, 2, Bill's eagerness to praise 
Mary, even when she felt that she 
did not deserve the praise, made 
Mary think that Bill had no other 
fémale companion. The sole 
reason that she did not want him 
was because she felt that no one 
else wanted him. Would you want 
to date someone who nobody else 
wanted to date? 

Most people admire the in- 
dividual who is adored, or who they 
think is adored by other people 
This strategy is used by advertisers 
who tell you that thousands of 
people are rushing to purchase a 
particular brand of car wax, hurrying 
to see the latest movie or rock star 
or enthusiastically buying a specific 
brand of clothing. The people who 
hear this advertising become very 
excited 

They feel that if everyone else is 
purchasing the item, it must be 
good enough for them. They think 
that they are “really getting some- 
thing,” Thus, advertisers get rich by 
making people think that the world 
is beating a path to his doorway. 
Whether this ts actually true is not 
important. However, if people think 
that it is true, they will become 
aroused and will select that specific 
product over competitive brands

This psychology applies to 
people as well. |! someone thinks 
that other people consider you to be 
aveative, they will think that sou 


are attractive also. Whether you 
really are, is not important. The im- 


portant thing is what they think, If 
they think that you are attractive, 
they will want to associate with you, 
{tis for this simplistic reason that all 
of us try to convince people that we 
are God's gift to the world. This is 
also why some of the finest people 
in the world have no companions 
Anway, it is why we are missing a 
golden opportunity to have a

Many people are saying that 
the death of Brenda, a homeless 
woman who recently died across 
the street from the headquarters of 
the nation’s housing authority, is a 
symbol of government indif- 
ference. The line of reasoning 
goes something like this: Surely 
HUD, as an agency of the world's 
most powerful nation -- a nation 
which dispenses aid to nearly 
@very other country on earth -- can 
provide adequate housing for its 
poorest citizens. 

To be sure, this argument has 
merit. However, my experience 
tells me that the real truth, which 
speaks of the way the homeless 
are often treated by their more for- 
tunate neighbors, hits much closer 
to home. 

| worked for three years in a 
Christian emergency shelter lo- 
cated in Trenton, Néw Jersey's 
inner city. As the deputy director of 
an agency with a professional staff 
of two (the other person being the 
executive director), | was respon- 
sible for providing food, employ- 
ment, housing assistance, and the 
message of the gospel to literally 
hundreds of men and women. 

Like Sam Drucker in the old TV 
series, "Petticoat Junction," | did it 
all -- from grant writing and public 
relations to case management 
and food distribution. My average 
weekly salary for the three years | 
worked there was $150. The ex- 
ecutive director, who lived in the 
shelter with her husband and the 
clients, worked for free. Our work 
in the community was well known 
and my boss, a truly remarkable 
woman, was virtually canonized

spite the community's 
»f our work, | none- 
da peculiar pattern

with respect to support, Dona- 
tions, both financial and in-kind, 
increased (narkedly during the 
Christmas season. This, in itself, 


would not be noteworthy: (indeed, 
itwould be praiseworthy) were not 
the contrast with the rest of the 
year so stark 

For the first 11 months of the 
year, our clients were viewed as 
eyesores, drug-addicted vagrants 
who hadn't bathed in months. 
Then, miraculously -- beginning 
just after Thanksgiving and con- 
tinuing through Christmas -- they 
were redeemed, somehow trans- 
formed in the public mind into a 
company of helpless Joes’ who 
were just down on their luck 

Of course, neither picture was 
entirely acourate. Many homeless 
people do smell bad, (a few weeks 
on the streets will do that do 
anyone), In addition, the evidence 
suggests that most, though cer- 
tainly not all, use drugs. And, while 
itis true that some have skills and 
are willing to work, still others lack 
the discipline to hold onto a job 
once they obtain it 

The point here is not to analyze 
the condition of the homeless, but

tocriticize the hypocrisy of society. 
Human nature being what it is, 
many people who decry the seem- 
ing inaction of government agen- 
cies, (Tsk, tsk, something really 
should be done), are among the 
first to holler "not in my backyard” 
when a program to assist the poor 
is begun in their neighborhood 
Even more distressing, those who 
do get involved often opt for more 
short-term measures, like soup 
kitchens, based solely on their 
own need to feel good about them- 
selves. 

This was made clear to me one 
evening as | spoke to a group of 
businessmen about supporting 
our work. After much hemming 
and hawing, one man. clearly 
speaking for the others, made it 
clear that he would rather receive 
the short-term emotional reward. 
associated with handing out a 
sandwich and some soup, than 
provide support for a program that 
would assist people over the long 
term. "I feel good when | hand out 
soup," he said, If | support your 
program, | won't feel as good.” 

My response to that gentleman 
was in the form of a question 
which nearly four years later, has 
never been answered: If both the 
homeless and their erstwhile 
benefactors take the easy way out 
(that is, settle for short-term solu- 
tions.) what, really is being ac- 
complished in the long run? 

There is no question that 
government should do more 
developing and supporting in- 
novative programs which look at 
problems comprehensively. Such 
programs should address not only 
housing, but education, employ- 
ment, child care, substance abuse 
and crime 

Together. these issues paint a 
picture of life as it is experienced 
by many in our country. Paradoxi- 
cally, however, government tends 
to treat each problem in isolation. 
as separate and distinct from its 
concomitant concerns 

Yet that is exactly the point. The 
unwieldiness of bureaucracy -- 
which forces department heads to 
sign “Memorandums of Agree- 
ment," in order to develop regula- 
tions that are not mutually 
exciusive of each other (witness 
the ayeenen signed a few years 
age-by HUD's Jack-Kemp and 
HHS's Louis Sullivan), hardly 
facilitates problem-solving and in- 
novation 

Rather, creativity and efficiency 
are the province of private citizens 
- like-minded individuals who 
combine their talents and energies 
to get the job done. It was only 
through this kind of determination 
that our ministry, with only two full- 
time staff and a handful of volun- 
teers, could accomplish so much 

Of course, for those who persist 
in blaming the government, the 
opportunity to do so remains 
However, such persons should 
keep in mind something they were 
taught as children; When you point 
one finger at someone else, the 
other four are pointed Dack at you 


‘Kwanzaa for our children’

Kwanzaa, the week-long African 
American holiday created by 
Maulana Karenga in 1966, offers an 
opportunity to ceflect upon the tradi- 
tional cultural and moral values that 
have historically "held the African 
American community together. As 
we consider the seven principles of 


Nguzo Saba, which serve as, 


models for personal development 
and community growth, let's keep 
our children’s needs uppermost in 
our minds, 

Many African American families 
celebrate Kwanzaa (which means 
“first harvest") instead of, or in addi- 
tion to, Christmas. The symbolic 
lighting of candies, sharing of food. 
and remembrance of ancestors and 
history are the kind of positive 
rituals we need to strengthen our 
communities. By giving Kwanzaa a 
children’s focus, we remind oursel- 
ves that nothing is more important 
than the quality of life we provide for 
our children. With the seven prin 
ciples as a guide, we can use 
African-based traditions to work on 
behalf of our children, These prin- 
ciples are based on positive, nurtur- 
ing behaviors that we should 
practice year round. 

Umoja (unity) urges us to care for 
each other and. to.strive for and 
maintain strong families, com- 
mynities, anid nations. One reason 


that Black children and families in 
Anverica are facing so many crises 
is that we have lost the sense of 
unity that brought us through 
slavery, war, emancipation 
reconstruction, and segregation 
We must reweave the fabric of com- 
munity if our.children are to have 
any future at all, Let's put aside our 
differences and agree on acommon 
goal: saving and improving the lives 
of our children, Let's be an example 
of what can be achieved when we 
work together for the common 
good 

Kujichagulia (self-determination); 
encourages us tg,think for oursel- 
ves, and to take-responsibility for 
overcoming the challenges before 
us. If our children are to overcome 
the yo ahd of hopelessness that 
fills them with despair, we must 
teach them ““grbugh our examples 
«« the power they have to make a 
difference. 

Ujima (collective work and 
responsibility) brings to mind the 
traditional African cultures that em- 
phasize the common good over in- 
dividualism and cooperation rather 
than competition. This principle 
reminds us to replace "me-first-ism” 
and "me-too-ism" with concern for 
others. Let's put aside our differen- 
‘ces and, together, take respon- 
sibility for our children’s lives. 

Ujamaa (strong economic base) 
calls for us to recognize the in- 
fuente we wield, but seldom use to 


our own advantage, Black purchas- 
ing power, now over $250 billion 
annually, exceeds the combined 
gross national products of Australia 
and New Zealand, But, ail our 
spending has not translated into 
commensurate Black economic in- 
fluence and concrete results for the 
masses of African Americans. We 
hold in our hands the potential to 
overcom®é the crises we're facing 
and build a solid foundation that will 
support our children in generations 
to come, Let's invest wisely and 
support Black-owned businesses 
who give good service to the com- 
munity. This is an important step in 
reversing the cycle of poverty that 
stunts the lives of nearly half of 
Black children in America today 

Nia (purpose) focuses our atten- 
tion on the meaning behind our ac- 
tions, and the need to act with a 
sense of purpose, | can think of no 
better purpose than improving the 
life circumstances of our children, 
whose present is clouded and fu- 
ture threatened, by a growing sense 
of peril, Let'S make saving our 
children the purpose of everything 
we do 

Kuumba (creativity) urges us to 
devote our creative energies to im- 
proving our communities, We all 
have talents -- artistic and otherwise 
-- to contribute, Our creativity has 
often helped us survive, whether we 
were making feasts out of table 
scraps or creating the mbsic that is 


jazz. Creativity is the way our un- 
sung heroes and heroines in our 
community devote themselves to 
bringing beauty and harmony into 
the lives of those around them, Lets 
make our children’s well-being the 
focus of our creativity today, and 
dedicate all of our resources and 
abilities to building them the future 
they deserve. 

Imani (faith) is a testament to the 
power of spiritual belief and the 
hope that sustains us when we 
have nothing else. The poverty of 
the spirit that afflicts so many of our 
children and youths today is often 
caused by an absence of hope that 
burdens the heart and cripples the 
soul, It is up to us to give our 
children faith in us, id themselves 
and in the possibilities of a life 
where faith is fulfilled 

Before we can demonstrate this 
principle to them, we must redis- 
cover and nurture it in ourselves. It 
is faith that gives the other prin- 
ciples of Nguzo Saba their mean- 
ing, And, it is faith thatthe holiday 
of Kwanzaa is all about. 

As we celebrate this holiday 
season, let's memorize these prin- 
ciples and apply them to our 
everyday lives, With a child's face 
as our beacon and a child's needs 
as our guideposts, let's live up to 
Kwanzaa’s potential as an affirma- 
a of family, of community, and of 
life,

Angelou's best-selling, highly acclaimed 
autobiography, "| Know Why The Caged 
Bird Sings" has become a cornerstone for 
OD classroom activities, faculty and staff 
training, and involvement with area busi- 
nesses 

Angelou easily sold out OD's Alumni 
Hall. Her appearance on Oprah Winfrey's 
outstanding "Conversations With Oprah’ 
series (which is a probable shoo-in for an 
Emmy) had been rebroadcast the previous 
Monday 

Classily dressed in a black dress, gold 
hoop earrings and cha. link necklace, An- 
gelou finessed, mesmerized, engaged and 
romanced the crowd of OD students, facul- 
ty, media folk and central Ohio citizens 
gathered in Alumni Hall 

I'm so pleased to be in the midst of 
people who dare to dream great dreams,” 
Angelou said after eliciting a much- 
deserved standing ovation 

Though she covered many of the topics 
she touched upon at her June appearance 
at the Greater Columbus Convention Cen- 
ter, Angelou presented her ideas in a new, 
fresh and exciting way. She expounded on 
the multicultural theme of the day by read- 
ing her poem, "We Are More Alike Than We

When | read a novel | don't pick 
apart every syllable or try to find 
fault with the writer's skill. | treat 
novels like I'm talking to different 
kinds of people -- and I'll talk to 
anybody -- strangers in the super- 
Market, waiting in line, people on 
the bus or delivery guys at work. | 
don't spend a lot of time trying to 
figure out why they talk the way the 
do, I'm much more interested in 
what they have to say. And what! 
feel asa result of what they have 
Said, That's how | handle Marita 
Golden's work. She writes with the 
type of imagery that places meé right 
in the midst of the action. My soul 
stirs and | go through a range of 
emotions. | sit very still and read 
very slowly -- as if |'m listening to a 
long story told by an old family 
friend, sitting, rocking in her chair. 
“Long Distance Life" is one of those 
stories that takes me to the comfort 
of this setting and makes me feel 
real comfortable right before it 
makes me totally uneasy 

It begins with a moving and in- 
sightful look into the thoughts of a 
grief-stricken man who has feelings 
of guilt and inadequacy because of 
his brother's death. He couldn't 
save him. The story also touches 
on how a mothers bitterness, how- 
ever muted, towards the Cir- 
cumstances surrounding her 
child’s conception can lead to 
neglect, ill feelings and even dis- 


regard fora child as itgrows, Gold- 
en talks about the eyes: of these 
children, something | can relate to. 
| have looked at a lot of children 
these days and their eyes seem to 
show signs of aging. Children see 
so much nowadays, a lot more than 
a child ought to see. This book 
reveals more about the long-term 
effects of feeling like a motherless 
child, It also deals with the 
smothered: child -- which is almost 
too much of a good thing. The 
author takes a look at parenting -- 
the magic and the mystery of being 
everything to another human 
being, and the pain of letting them 
down, | found this to be an 
awesome and realistic depiction of 
a family making the best of some 
pitifyl circumstances 

The best parts of the book are 
told in the voice of Logan and his 
grandmother Naomi. The way 
Naomi talks impresses me. It 
reminds me of the hundreds of 
women before me who-had wisdom 
that isn't found in textbooks and 
only comes from living long and 
hard. They use their past experieni 
ces to keep them strong and to help 
other people when they're weak 
Logan was able to bring to life some 
of the "masculine" aspects of 
relationships. That between he 
and his mother, grandmother and 
his father. He is a prime example 
that "success" sometimes just isn't 
enough and that all the money in 
the world can't replace feeling like 


you belong and someone .loves 
‘Ou 

| felt the theme to be that lite is 
hard and it has been real hard for 
African-American people in this 
country in particular but somehow 
we manage, We enjoy the struggle. 
In fact at times it seems like we 
struggle more to maintain than to 
progress and that's part of whylife 
becomes such a long distance run 
for so. many of us 

"Long Distance Life" also takes 
a look at the drug problem in this 
country and examines the mindset 
of the people; what drives a perfect- 
ly competent, intelligent person to 
get involved in the self-destruction 
and dangerous life of drug use and 
the drug trade, It also inadvertently 
leads us to think about those per- 
sons who are not involved, who sit 
by and watch their loved ones get 
caught up in this vicious cycle and 
who have to deal with the ultimate 
untimely death of the same. 

Marita Golden has several other 
thought-provoking novels includ- 
ing; "Migrations of the Heart," "And 
Do Remember Me" and "A 
Woman's Place." | wouldn't recom- 
mend anything that | haven't read 
and I've read them all, so | can 
honestly say that you should read 
them, you won't regret it. | think 
once you finish “Long Distance" 
you'll want to see what other 
treasures are waiting for you in her 
other books.

The problem with her show was 
that we didn’t get enough of it 
Braxton seemed to rush through 
her set to go somewhere else. It 
was almost as if she was seducing 


her audience, but afraid to deliver 
in the relationship. 

Maybe it's because Braxton" 
has had a bad experience in a 
recent relationship. She per- 
formed the song “Best Friend," 
from her album that she wrote with 
Vance Taylor, her tour's musical 
director, about her last long-term 
relationship, Braxton played the 
piano as she slowly began to sing 
about the pain she experienced 
when she found out her boyfriend 
and her best friend had betrayed 
her trust.

Making Blacks 
healthy people

As the nation and African 
Americans wait for the Clinton 
Health Plan to take shape of its 
universal coverage," the National 
Medical Association (NMA) has a 
program of its own that is being 
implemented now to. make sure 
Blacks are "healthy people" by the 
year 2000 

In 1985, the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(DHHS) reported than an excess of 
60,000 minority Americans die an- 
nually from diseases which can be 
prevented or cured. Now, the NMA 
in conjunction with DHHS, the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency and 
the National Institutes of Health 
have designed and is implementing 
a community health coalition 
project in 15 cities across the 
country to educate African 
Americans on the risk factors which 
cause sickness and premature 
death 


“The community health coalition 
Project is designed to educate 
African Americans on the risk fac- 
tors which cause sickness and 
premature death so that the neces- 
sary precautions can be taken to 
extend and improve the quality of 
life in the African American com- 
munity by the year 2000," said Dr. 
Richard Butcher 


Dr. Butcher ought to know. He is 
the immediate past president of the 
NMA. He also reports that in 
regards to health equity, America’s 
Blacks and whites are far from 
equal. Blacks have the highest,can- 
cer rate of any U.S. group. African 
Americans die an average of five 
years earlier than whites. Blacks 
suffer from hypertension 33 percent 
more than whites, And, Blacks and 
Hispanics represent 22 percent of 
all people with diabetes. Blacks die 
from strokes almost three times as 
often as whites 

The NMAreports that most of the 
reasons for these health problems 
among Blacks is because of be 
havior, such as tobacco consump 
tion, obesity and improper diet 
NMA doctors contend that the 
préscription for better health for 
Blacks is prevention education 

Prevention programs for the 

Healthy People 2000" include 
education on the risks associated 
with alcohol and other substance 
abuse, tobacco, poor nutrition, high 
blood pressure, unprotected sex 
nadequate prenatal care, stress 
and environmental factors such as 
radon 

In addition to the unnecessary 
loss of life, the cost from these fac 
lors are staggering. Health care 
costs the nation over $809 billion 

and accounted for 12 percent of the 
gross national product in 1991 

Much of that amount could be 
eliminated if people took better care 
of themselves and sought medical 
treatment in time," says Tanya Levy, 
associate project director for health 
promotion and community educa- 
tion 

The Community Health Coalition 
Project for "Healthy People 2000" is 
currently reaching over a million

American Red Cross hoping 
for Miracle Blood Matches 


Cod liver oil, liver and. spinach 
crowded the nine-year-old sickle 
cell patient's plate as she struggled 
with, uncurable, sickle cell anemia. 
Thirty-eight years later, the Colum- 
bus resident still walk around with a 
hemoglobin 50 percent lower than 
normal, received estrogen shots 
three times per week, and must in- 
gest a small: pantry of medicine 
every time she is admitted to the 
hospital. 


It is not really important what her 
name is. The point is tat many 
patients need blood on a regular 
basis. “If | could, I'd just hug all rare 
blood donors and thank them for 
being on Earth for me and others 
like me," the woman exclaims. 
"They're the only ones who can 
help,” she continues. 


Twenty-five percent of the blood 
labeled in the American Red Cross 
Rare Donar Registry is used to help 
African American patients whose 
bodies have developed antibodies 
and will only accept rare types of 
blood 


The woman's rare blood type, 
called Rh:-46, is so rare that only six 


donors listed in the National Rare 
Donor registry are compatible blood 
matches for her.’ 


ARCHIE GRIFFIN, The national and 
local American Red Cross Rare 
Donor Registry spokesperson, has 
helped save the lives of several 
patients who can only receive rare 
types of biood. five hundred and 
fifty blood donors are needed each 
day to help central Ohio patients. 


The. Red Cross Central Ohio 
region has been requesting units of 
blood for her about three times per 
year since 1980 when she 
developed antibodies to more com- 
mon blood types found in the com- 
munity blood supply. As sickle cell 
sufferer, she has received more 
than’56 units of blood. 


"Sickle cell anemia is hard for a 
nine-year-old to understand," the 
woman stresses," but now | under- 
stand it and | still don't like it. There 
aré so many things that limit me. | 
can't work because | get too tired-- 
not like at the end of along workday, 
but dog-tired and | must rest imme- 
diately." 


Sickle cell anemia affect the 
hemoglobin in your body and 
causes an alteration of the shape of 
the red blood cells which does not 
allow them to function properly. 
Since the red blood, cells change 
shape and do not carry the’amount 
of oxygen they should, the red 
blood cells have trouble flowing 
freely through your body and some- 
times get stuck. When they get 
stuck, you are in a sickle cell crisis, 
There is usually a great amount of 


pain wherever he blood is notflow- ~ 


ing like it should. And the only way 
to treat acrisis is with .V. fluids, pain 
medication, or blood tranfusions. 
Blood transfusions work best be- 
cause they deliver fresh, healthy 
red blood cells into the body and 
deliver oxygen to other parts of the 
body to start taking away the pain. 


Not only must sickle Suffers be 
transfused with blood to help relieve 
the pain, but some of that blood 
must come from a very rare type of 
blood donor. 


Blood donors are needed on a 
daily basis to help patients over- 
come iliness and accidents, Donors 
must be at least 17-year-old, weigh 
105 pounds and be in good general 
health, That means no history of 
hepatitis after the age of 11 and free 
from behavior that puts them at risk 
for contracting AIDS. The entire 
blood donation process takes alittle 
over an hour. To make an appoint- 
ment to give blood, call the 
American Red Cross at 251-1451.

handle on the crime wave we have been 
experiencing 

While watching out as best | can for my own 
safety, my hope is that one day we will look 
back on the horrors we read about today with 
a frésh, non-violent pérspective, one that is 
based on much less of an attraction for the 
stuff that has driven us to the point of our 
current’self destructiveness. This is my 
deepest hope for the African American com- 
munity. 

Fortunately, there are madern precedents 
for change away from things that are harmful 
to things that are more healthy for all of us 
The reduction in cigarette smoking and the 
rising acceptance of exercise as vital to good 
health are two of them 

One of the ways in which the unsafety of 
the world around us could impact the way we 
spend our money is in the new interactive 
technologies that are coming our way faster 
almost than the speed of light. The cable 
television companies are rushing to capitalize 
on these technologies, The telephone com- 
panies are edging their way into that game as 
well 

lam no computer expert, but it appears to 
me that soon a whole bunch more of us than 
is the case now will do muoh of our shopping 
from somewhere safe inside the walls of our 
homes. We just won't see the. need to go 
outside our homes. When we realize how 
unsafe it is “out there’ anyway. we certainly 
won't entertain the desire to get outlike we 
once did 

Already there are services that allow you to 
view the covers and contents of magazines 
without having to go to the book store. There 
are services that will allow you to stand infront 
of your computer/television screen and get 
fitted for that dress you want to order, Not only 
can you post and read messages on bulletin 
boards by way of a laptop computer, you can 
hook your fax machine up to someone else's 
fax machine with no problem 

More and more companies are experiment- 
ing with telecommuting, giving employees the 
opportunity to’stay at home and work at their 
leisure, coming "on-line" only when making 
reports and taking on new assignments. 

Apart from the redefinition’ of the super- 
vision of work, these technologies promise to 
revolutionize the way we order our private 
worlds, how we relate to the outside world, 
how we raise our families, and how we try to 
secure our personal freedom 

My belief in cycles in the way the world 
works tells me that every time there is a huge 
shift in the way things are done from one major 
sector of the economy to another, a sense of 
total disarray follows. To me, that’s what we 
are up against today; it-will take some time 
before the dust settles and a "new world" is 
born 

One of the major shifts today involves our 
steady progress toward an information 
processing and service economy and away 
from an allocation ofsresources to gain 
manufacturing advantage in world markets 

Unfortunately, not everybody will get to par- 
ticipate in the wealth shifting that is taking 
place as a result of the way this new world is 
being ordered. The more frustration that 
results, the more disorganizéd things will be- 
come. For many, the new technologies will 
only aggravate existing disparities between 
the “haves’ and the "have nots", increasing, 
rather than lessening; evetybody's personal 


security.

It had decided to go its 
own way after involvement 
with another housing 
development corporation,

Thompson is quick to point 
out a long list of struggles the 
corporation has had to con- 
front--from her own confronta- 
tion with a drug dealer who 
wanted to open up shop in 
one of the units to finding ade- 
quate funding for projects. 


Add to that Thompson's 
belief that she is being fol- 
lowed and that. there have 
been numerous efforts to un-

Dennis Brutus, a South African 
writer and teacher told them what it 
was |ike living in South Africa. 
Brutus:told them that in South Africa 
everything is segregated. You have 
access to education, restaurants, 
employment based on your race. 
He said he was put in prison be- 
cause he spoke out against apart- 


heid. But he continued to write and 
speak out against apartheid. He 
said he was shot in the back for 
trying to escape from prison, and he 


later was given an exit permit ¢ 


whereby he agreed that if he 
returned to South Africa he would 
be sent to prison. When asked if he 
will return to South Africa he said it 
will depend on how real the change 
is, ‘ 


Brutus is concerned that giving 
the people the fight to vote is just a 
paper change, "The system can be 


_Structured so that economic power 


would remain in the same hands." 
He fearsthat some people may suf- 
fer battle fatigue and give up! And 
that the election itself could become 
chaotic where people in the West 
would say, you see, these folks 
can't run themselves. 


Brutus participated in the Anti 
Klan rally and The Unity Day 
celebration while he was in Colum- 
bus. He indicated that he opposes 
apartheid and it's supporters where 
ever it exists. 

Anthony Whitmore, assistant 
deputy director of The Ohio Depart- 
ment of Development, shared his 
experiences living in Southern 
Africa and in The United States,

OSU teammates trying to cope with Gwinn’s death

It has been five days and the news is 
still as shocking as the first day for 
Jayson Gwinn's teammates and Colum- 
bus, Gwinn, an up and coming star and 
loving person, was tragically killed in an 
automobile accident early Sunday morn- 
in 

"aie: 20, was returning to the Ohio 
State University football team’s hotel 
after dropping off an injured teammate 
with police officers, when his car was 
struck by another on West Lane Avenue 
and Olentangy River Road. He died at 
the scene at 3:27 a.m 

“It's tough," said Buckeye coach John 
Cooper. “Our hearts are heavy. It's tough. 
It doesn't happen very often. Why some- 
thing like this has to happen, | don't know, 
but it does. | remember Gwinn as a good 
person coming from a great family." 

Gwinn, a 6-foot-3. 260-pound defen- 
sive lineman, will be remembered as a 
gentle giant, The former Brookhaven star 
and some teammates were at Faze Il 
nightclub and left after an altercation in 
which Marvin "Obie" Stillwell was ‘shot in 
the buttocks. Gwinn was taking Stillwell 
to Ohio State University Hospitals when 
he spotted a police officer. Tre officer 
called the paramedics and Stillwell was 
listed in stable condition 

"Stillwell gets shot and Jayson drives 
him to the hospital," said Greg Miller. 
Gwinn’s former head coach and friend at 
Brookhaven High School. "He goes all 
out to try to help somebody and there just 
aren't any answers to it," said Miller. "He 
was just a wonderful kid 

"Jayson was one of the best people | 
know,” said Marlon Kerner, who played 
with Gwinn at Brookhaven.

Ohio Tuition Trust Authority announces program changes 


Co-chairman Richard H. Finan 
and Executive Director Barbara 
Jennings of the Ohio Tuition Trust 
Authority (OTTA) recently an- 
nounced major programmatic, 
marketing, communication and 
pricing changes for the Prepaid Tui- 
tion Program, which are aimed at 
providing all Ohioans with a simple, 
safe and affordable solution to 
finance higher education for their 
children’s future 

The announced tuition credit 
price increase of two dollars -- to a 
total per credit price of $45.50 -- is 
in line with the average percentage 
increase Of five percent in the tuition 
cost of Ohio's 13 public universities 
The two dollar increase will be dis- 
counted by one dollar per credit to 
$44.50 during the first six months of 
the year, until July 1, 1994, when it 
goes to the full price. The 1994 
tuition cost represent a 4.6 percent 
increds® over last year's pnce. 

By purchasing 400 tuition credits 
in advance, a student is assured 
payment of full tuitiof at any pubic 
state university in Ohio, Moreover, 
the program will pay an. amount 
equal to average tuition at state in- 
stitutions if a student chooses to 
attend a private or out-of-state 
school 


The department of Public

Other programmatic changes 
were developed as a result of a 
comprehensive statewide market 
research study conducted by 
OTTA. “Through baseline research, 
we found that Ohio families are 
looking for a program that is simple, 
safe and affordable,” said Director 
Jennings. "As a result of the re- 
search findings, over the past year 
we re-evaluated aspect of our daily 
business activities to guarantee 
that what we are doing and how we 
are doing it meets the needs and 
higher education financing 
demands of Ohioans.”

Columbus man sentenced 
for Medicaid fraud 


A Columbus man who was con- 
victed earlier of Medicaid fraud was 
sentenced fecently to five years 
probation and ordered to pay more 
than $50/000 in restitution and 
costs, said Attorney General Lee 
Fisher 

Nathaniel Fauntleroy, 45, and 
his company, Fauntleroy and As 
sociates, formerly of Columbus 
pleased guilty in October to one 
count each of Medicaid fraud for 
their part in a larger scam to falsely 
bill Medicaid recipients for goods 
they never received 


Fauntleroy submitted false bill 
ings to the Ohio. Department of 
Human Services (OOHS) for 
$40,000, Judge C, Howard 
Johnson ordered Fauntleroy and 
the company to pay $40,000.in res 
titution and $11,678.17 in investiga» 
tion costs. The company was also 
placed on probation for five years 
and fined $5,000 and Fauntleroy 
received a two-year s@spended 
prison sentence 

Fraud is a serious. problem 
plaguing our health care system 
itcosts our economy millions of dol 
lars per year and drives.up health 
care costs for everyone, Medicaic 
fraud is a significant part of th 
problem."

Richards Medical Supply, which 
operated out of Vacaville. Califor- 
nia. Fauntleroy is a former 
employee of the company 


Last month, the company’s 
owner Kenneth Richards, was sen- 
tenced to serve one year in prison 
for falsely billing ODHS in the 
amount of $217,000, Richards.and 
his wife, Sandra Carter, were also 
ordered to pay the costs of the in- 
vestigation and restitution of 
$217,000. Fisher noted that 
Richards. who began serving his 
prison sentence on Nov. 16, was 
convicted on misdemeanor char- 
ges last year in Nevada for attempt- 
ing the same scam 


In related case, Gilia Hess, 25. 
will be sentenced,Dec. 9. Hess and 
her company, H,.G.B. Medical Sup- 
plies, pleaded. guilty last month to 
one count of Medical Supplies, 
formerly of Worthington, also was 
supplier of adult diapegs. |Hess is 
family friend of Richard and Carter

The 
problem with hating ourselves is if 
we don't like and respect ourselves, 
then itis easy for us tocommit crime 
against ourselves. | believe the lack 
of self-esteem and self-respect is 
the reason why we have so much 
black on black crime and gang 
wars. We are legs likely tq hurt other 
people, yet we hurt ourselves and 
lower our self-esteem. ~~ 

The brainwashing we endure 
causes a lot of blacks to reject 
themselves and wish that they were 
white, b@vause they see that the 
white man's neighborhood and life 
style seems to be more normal and 
stable, Things like this quickly work 
their way into the minds of many 
minorities like cancer. By the time 
many minorities are teens, they 
have been exposed to many of 
these situations and begin to think 
in a different manner. They'll go out 
and buy colored contact lenses and 
wear all the same attire that they 
see the white man wear. they as- 
similate the white man’s culture, 
These, are-some_of the main 
reasons why our community is so 
torn apart i 

The above assimilations 
minorities also means disregarding 
their gwn culture, traditional beliefs, 


and at times their own people. Here 
at OSU, this is a problem which is 
increasing, For too many minorities 
choose to disown their minority 
peers and hang around people who 
in the past have oppressed them. It 
is sad to see a minority who cannot 
relate to his or her own people be- 
cause that person feels that 
minorities are inferior and therefore 
he should only associate himself 
with white people 

The only solution to this problem 
is to build ones self-esteem and 
break the psychological chains 
which have been implemented on 
colored ‘people since the dawn of 
lime.
